2. PARA 2A: BELIEVE BUDAPEST A-74 OF OCTOBER 12, 1973 IS 
RESPONSIVE TO QUESTION AND CONTINUES REFLECT GOH ATTITUDES. 

3. PARA2B: WHILE THE GOH POLICY TOWARD EMIGRATION FOR 
FAMILY REUNIFICATION HAS, IN PRACTICE, LIBERALIZED OVER THE 
PAST FEW YEARS (FEWER PROBLEM CASES), TREND OF IMMIGRATION 
TO US HAS BEEN DOWNWARD. THIS IS ATTRIBUTABLE TO MARKED 
DECLINE IN NUMBER OF AGED IV APPLICANTS, WHO UNDER MORE 
LIBERAL GOH TOURIST VISA POLICY MAY NOW VISIT CHILDREN IN 
US AS TOURISTS, AND TO GRADUAL DECLINE OF APPLICATIONS BY 
56ER SPOUSES AND CHILDREN, MOST OF WHOM HAVE NOW EMIGRATED 
OR CHILDREN HAVE REACHED MAJORITY. BULK OF IV CASES 

NOW INVOLVE NEW MARRIAGES, HUN G ARI AN -AMERICAN S 
MARRYING HUNGARIAN CITIZENS.

DURING ABOVE PERIOD, EMBASSY HAD THREE FORMAL REFUSAL

ELIGIBILITY OR INELIGIBILITY DURING A PERLIMINARY INTER- 
VIEW AND WILL NOT ISSUE LETTER TO PASSPORT AUTHORITIES 
UNLESS APPLICANT PRELIMINARILY ELIGIBLE, THE EMBASSY, 

IN ADDITION, HAD APPROXIMATELY 4-5 QUASI REFUSAL CASES 
DURING SAME PERIOD. POST HAS NO BACKLOG OF APPLICANTS. 

5. PARA 2D: WHILE IT IS DIFFICULT TO ASSESS THE EFFECT 

OF COMPLETE FREEDOM OF EMIGRATION IN HUNGARY, ONE MIGHT 
ANTICIPATE A TENFOLD INCREASE IN IV ISSUANCE OVER THE 
FIRST FEW YEARS OF SUCH A LIBERALIZATION (ORDER OF 
1000-2000 IV’S/YR) WITH A GRADUAL TAPERING OFF THERE- 
AFTER. APPLICANTS WOULD PROBABLY BE CONCENTRATED IN 
FOURTH AND FIFTH PREFERENCE. MANY SUCH INDIVIDUALS 
WHO NOW GO TO US AS CONDITIONAL ENTRANTS OR ADJUST 
STATUS WHILE ON VISITS WOULD PROCURE IV'S IN HUNGARY, 

SO THE NET EFFECT OF LIBERALIZATION WOULD BE LESS 
DRAMATIC THAN THE INCREASE OF IV'S AT POST WOULD SHOW.

AUSTRIA 1 0- 1 2 IV'S PER YEAR OVER LAST SEVERAL 

YEARS. WOMEN WHO MARRY AUSTRIAN CITIZENS 
AUTOMATICALLY ACQUIRE AUSTRIAN CITIZEN- 
SHIP AND ARE NORMALLY ALLOWED TO LEAVE 
HUNGARY. IV S ARE ISSUED ONLY TO THEIR 
CHILDREN BORN PRIOR TO MARRIAGE AND THEIR 
PARENTS. AUSTRIAN CONSUL NOTED HUNGARIAN 
MEN WHO MARRY AUSTRIAN CITIZENS DO NOT 
OBTAIN EXIT PERMISSION AND THUS ARE NOT 
ISSUED IV'S.

8. AS A FOOTNOTE TO OUR COMMENTS ON GOH EMIGRATION 
POLICY, DURING THE PAST YEAR WE HAVE ENCOUNTERED SOME 
HUNGARIAN NATIONALS WHO MARRIED AMERICAN CITIZENS IN 
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THE US WHILE ON TOURIST PASSPORTS AND STAYED IN THE US 
BEYOND THE LIMIT OF THEIR EXIT VISAS. THE HUNGARIAN 
EMBASSY WASHINGTON HAS PERMITTED THEM TO REENTER HUN- 
GARY FOR THE PURPOSE OF REGULARIZING THEIR STATUS. 

THEY RECEIVE EMIGRATION PASSPORTS AND ARE PERMITTED 
TO DEPART HUNGARY FOR PERMANENT RESIDENCE ABROAD.
